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REMARKS 

The application has been amended and is believed to be 
in condition for allowance. 

Applicants appreciate the telephonic interview held on 
January 26, 2006. If this application is not deemed to be in 
condition for allowance, an immediate in-person interview is 
requested . 

Claims 1-20 are pending. 

Claim 1 was rejected under section 112, 2'''^ paragraph. 

Claim 1 recites ''at least one sensor which is connected 
to the monitoring means", but the Official Action appears to 
state that specification page 5, line 28 - page 6 discloses that 
^^the monitoring means comprises sensors". Applicants do not see 
this phrase used in the referenced passage. 

Applicants further respectfully disagree that the 
pending recitation is indefinite. 

If such amendment would be entered, applicants would be 
willing to amend claim 1 as follows: ^^ said monitoring means 
comprising at least one sensor which is connected — te — tke 
monitoring mcano — and io non-invasively connectable to the user, 
and produces signals describing a somatic phenomenon directly 
associated to the user, wherein the monitoring means are adapted 
to receive said signals and measure a change of the somatic 
phenomenon,". This would obviate the noted basis for rejection. 
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However, withdrawal of the indef initeness rejection is 
solicited because the claim is not indefinite. What is being 
recited is clear to one of skill and is what applicants regard as 
the invention. Recited in either form, both forms are what 
applicants regard as the invention. 

See that Figure 3 shows sensor interfaces 21a, 21b and 
labels representing various sensors. Similarly see Figures 4 and 
6. In Figure 6, there is illustrated sensor interfaces 21a and 
sensor 61- 

That the inventive system includes sensors is explict 
from application paragraph ^'[0010] The idea of the invention is 
... . The system of the invention includes sensors through which 
signals are obtained from the user, signals describing various 
somatic phenomena directly associated with the user " 

Paragraph [0034] states that the system can also 
include micro-sensors. 

Thus, the claim is believed definite under section 112, 
2"^ paragraph- Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection 
is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-20 stand rejected under section 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. More specifically, the Official Action states that 
the claims contain subject matter not described in the 
specification so as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
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art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

More specifically, claims 1, 11, and 20 are said to 
recite ^^the information database storing audio files, and in 
accordance with the current state of the user i) select 
(selecting) a certain audio file containing voice and or music 
from among the audio files stored in the infoormation database and 
ii) control (controlling) a manner of presentation of the 
selected audio file through the loudspeaker". 

The Official Action next states that the specification 
teaches an information database (12; figures 1 and 2) and a 
database (30; figures 3-6) ; the information database being on a 
hard disk and with programs from which various selections are 
made and the database (30) associated with the processor unit, 
the database storing intelligence for the apparatus, such as 
rules and measured responses of previous information deliveries. 
The Official Action states that the original disclosure does not 
teach, in particular, an information database storing audio 
files, the audio files containing voice and selecting an audio 
file in accordance with the current state of the user. 

Applicants respectfully disagree, and request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection. 

Applicants are not, however, sure of the exact words 
that are being objected to. From the telephonic interview, it 
appears that the objection may rest solely on the use of the word 
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'"voice". Applicants are willing to amend the claims to use other 
equivalent word(s) in order to place the case in condition for 
allowance, e.g., amend '"voice" to '"words". 

Applicants also wonder if this may not have been 
intended to be a section 112, 2^^ paragraph rejection. 

In either case, applicants believe the claims are 
acceptable in their present form. 

Please see the original abstract, reproduced below 
(emphasis added) : 

'"The invention relates to an information distribution 
system, especially to an audio information distribution sys-bem 
including one or more local systems, each being intended for 
personal use or for the use of a small group. In order for the 
system to be adapted as well as possible to the current state of 
the user, the user is connected as a part of the system so that 
his or her current state affects the way [audio] information is 
supplied to him/her . Thus, the user is part of the system and 
part of the control circuit which affects the [audio] information 
flow. The state of the user is evaluated by measuring at least 
one somatic ^phenomenon from him/her, and the content of the 
information and/or presentation parameters are changed on the 
basis of the measurements." 

It is true that the term '"audio information" is 
explicitly presented once in the first instance of mentioning 
information, but the modifier "audio" is implicit in each mention 
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of the term information. The disclosure of an audio information 
distribution system, taken in the context of the entire original 
specification, makes clear that there is an audio file database. 

Please next see paragraph [0001] of the published 
application: ^'[0001] The invention relates generally to 
intelligent information distribution systems, particularly to 
audio systems in which audio messages are given to users . In 
particular, the invention relates to information systems where an 
individual person or at most a small group of persons is 
simultaneously within the coverage of the information source." 

See paragraphs [0014-0015] : ^' The core of -the system can 
comprise a sound reproduction device like an MP3 player , and thus 
the system can form a future evolution version of the MP3 player. 
Depending on the nature of the system, the control of the audio 
information can only take place locally, but the control can also 
be implemented as a higher-level control, in which case each 
local system is controlled individually based on the measurement 
data obtained from a plurality of distinct local systems." 

One of skill would understand that ''a sound 
reproduction device like an MP3 player" comprises a database of 
audio files. 

Under the detailed description of the invention 
section, it is disclosed that ''[0027] EMG (Electromyography) 
measures the electric activity caused by muscular contractions. 
This measurement can indicate tension of muscles, fatigue, or 
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physical work (movement), for example, EMG can be used, for 
example, in rehabilitation by presenting a rehabilitation program 
for the patient corresponding to his or her current condition. 
An EMG measurement is also suitable for management: of stress and 
pain, for example, whereby the (audio) information and its 
presentation parameters are selected according to the current 
stress or pain status of the user . " 

Note that the term (audio) is original. From this it 
is clear that references to information include audio 
information. One of skill would understand the above to include 
an audio file database. Further, taken together with the full 
original disclosure, this supports the objected-to recitations of 
"the information database storing audio files, and in accordance 
with the current state of the user i) select (selecting) a 
certain audio file containing voice and or music from among the 
audio files stored in the information database and ii) control 
(controlling) a manner of presentation of the selected audio file 
through the loudspeaker". 

With reference to Figure 3, consider "[0052] Audio 
information downloaded from the network can be stored into the 
mass memory 30 . Depending on the application, this information 
can be in the form of ready-made programs or as logic audio 
sequences, of which each can form one record, for example. The 
message contained by a logic audio sequence includes one logic 
entity. The records to be stored can be formed so that certain 
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words, sentences, or parts of sentences are stored only once, and 
the processor combines the records sequentially so that they form 
the desired message." 

Note that mass memory 30 is database 30. Audio 
information stored into database 30 would necessary result in 
audio files. Therefore, these features are taught in the 
original disclosure . 

As to using the audio files, see paragraph ^'[0053] 
Through a system provided with regulation means 16, it is 
possible to implement ergonomic man-machine systems for different 
purposes. As an example for monitoring the fatigue of the 

driver and for giving audio warnings . These audio warnings can be 
enhanced, for example, .... The regulation means can also be 
incorporated into intelligent clothing, for example, which is 
provided with a massage function for enhancing the response of 
the audio message . whereby the processor can modify the video 
information to be presented similarly to the audio information . " 

Music is mentioned in [0003], [0074], and [0076]. For 
example, "Let us assume that in one system a new query/answer 
type game has been developed. It has been classified and its 
effect on the RAI index has been analyzed in the local system: it 
has increased the average activity index by +3. The self- 
organizing map of the global data system 52 is informed of this 
information. In another local system it has been discovered that 
it is beneficial to play music to customers every 10 minutes . In 
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this case the music has increased the activity index by +1. Now a 
denser area is formed for these classes on the map. It can be 
seen that the above operations effectively increase the index. 
Information about this can be supplied to the local level, 
whereby the activating possibility of a certain type of music is 
noticed in one local system and the beneficial effect of the 
query/answer type game in another . Thus, by means of the high- 
level control both systems can learn from the results of other 
local systems . " 

Thus, it was disclosed that the audio files could be 
music files. 

The Official Action states that the original disclosure 
"audio files containing voice and selecting an audio file in 
accordance with the current state of the user," 

It is term that the specific term "voice" is not used 
in the specification. But, nonetheless, voice audio files are 
disclosed, as is the use of voice audio files. Please note that 
music files may include voice files as voice is typically 
included in music. 

As to "selecting an audio file in accordance with the 
current state of the user", please see from the abstract "the 
user is connected as a part of the system so that his or her 
current state affects the way information is supplied to 
him/her." Without explicitly mentioning voice, the recitation is 
disclosed by this passage. In this same regard, see original 
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claim 1: '^the monitoring means (11) including measurement means 
for measuring somatic phenomena directly from the user , 
characterized in that the control means are adapted to control 
the content and/or the manner of presentation of the information 
transmitted via the presentation device dependent on the current 
state of the user , the current state being indicated by the 
measurement means . " 

As to the nature of the audio files stored in the 
database, please see paragraph ''[0052] Audio information 
downloaded from the network can be stored into the mass memory 
30. Depending on the application, this information can be in the 
form of ready-made programs or as logic audio sequences , of which 
each can form one record, for example. The message contained by 
a logic audio sequence includes one logic entity. The [database] 
records to be stored can be formed so that certain words , 
sentences, or parts of sentences are stored only once, and the 
processor combines the records sequentially so that they form the 
desired message." 

Thus, there is clear disclosure of audio files that 
include records having voice stored thereon, i.e., voice audio 
files. The disclosure of the processor combining the records 
sequentially so the records form a desired message, is clear 
disclosure of the voice files being used, i.e., selected for 
output . 
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Lastly, see paragraph ^M0085] ... the system can be 
combined with other systems, such as systems where the 
information to be presented is ready. The system can also be a 
part of the known audio systems described in the beginning, which 
are intended for large spaces. ... The system can also be connected 
to external systems, .... When combined with building automation, 
the system can report information concerning the house or room by 
sound and give instructions to the user or via the network also 
to other parties (for example the so-called call center service) . 
Again, the use of voice is disclosed. 

From the above, it is believed clear that the original 
disclosure shows that the inventors had possession, at the time 
the application was filed, of an information database storing 
audio files, and in accordance with the current state of the user 

i) selecting a certain audio file containing voice and or music 
from among the audio files stored in the information database and 

ii) controlling a manner of presentation of the selected audio 
file through the loudspeaker. In particular, the original 
disclosure shows possession of an information database storing 
audio files, the audio files containing voice and selecting an 
audio file in accordance with the current state of the user. 

Therefore, reconsideration and withdrawal of this 
rejection are respectfully requested. Allowance of all the 
pending claims is also respectfully requested. 
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Applicants believe that the present application is in 
condition for allowance and an early indication of the same is 
respectfully requested .
